Systems Prepared For Apollo Journey Home

(AP) — Apollo 13's astronauts 
recharged a weak battery and 
prepared other systems in their 
command ship today for the 
unique and critical maneuvers 
needed to bring their crippled 
craft back to earth Friday. 


James A. Lovell Jr., Fred W. 


Haise Jr. and John L. Swigert 
Jr., streaked toward a splash- 


down in the Pacific Ocean after 
an engine firing Wednesday 
night shifted them off a course 
that could have left them 
stranded in space. 


With the veteran Lovell at the 


controls, they triggered their 
lunar module engine 15 seconds 
and 
successfully 
changed 


course. Had that firing and later 
course corrections failed, Apollo 
13 would have missed earth by 


104 miles and skipped off into 
space. 


With that hurdle cleared, the 


spacemen turned all attention to 
Friday's re-entry and landing, 
scheduled for 1:07 p.m. EST. 


Using flashlights to find their 


way in the dark and chilly cabin, 
the astronauts checked the three 
batteries in the command ship 
that will provide the power for 
the blazing dive through the 


atmosphere. They found two of 
them 
at 
full 
40-amp-hour 


strength, but the third with only 
about half that power available. 


On a normal re-entry, they 


would require 70 to 80 amp 
hours. So Mission Control told 
them to hook up a cable to the 
power system of the lunar 
module and recharge the weak 
battery. This process will take 
about 15 hours and draw eight 


amps from the LM. 


Although the temperatures in 


the command ship, which was 
drawing oxygen from the sturdy 
LM, were down around 50 
degrees, flight director Gerald 
Griffin said the craft's systems 
all appeared to be in good shape. 


The pressures and 
tem- 


peratures in the plumbing 
system 
looked 
fine," 
he 


reported "Two of the thrusters 


have temperatures low enough 
so we'll have to heat them before 
pressurizing the system But all 
these temperatures are going to 
rise when we apply some power 
to the command module with the 
batteries. The whole command 
module looks good," he said 


The command ship was 


disabled Monday night by an 
oxygen tank rupture in the at- 


tached service module. The 
accident knocked out fuel cells 
which would have provided long- 
life power. Without the cells, the 
moon landing had to be canceled 
and the astronauts turned to the 
lunar module supplies to keep 
them alive and bring them 
home. 


Lovell, Haise, and Swigert 


continued to ration vital oxygen, 
water and power as they raced 


closer to earth. They had ample 
margins in all systems to 
complete the flight. But they 
knew a sudden loss of any 
system would imperil them in 
the final hours of their abortive 
journey. 


At midmorning they were 


140,000 miles from home and 
accelerating as earth's gravity 
tugged them on an increasing 
speed.

before and the highest since the 
week of last Sept. 1-7, when 143 
died in battle. 


The number of Americans 


wounded fell by more than half, 
from 1,179 the previous week to 
457. The decrease was attributed 
to a decline in the number of 
rocket and mortar attacks, 
which had increased sharply as 
enemy forces began their of- 
fensive on April 1. 


The Saigon government said 


542 South Vietnamese troops 
were killed and 1,336 wounded 
last week, compared with 754 
killed and 1,716 wounded the 
week before. Enemy casualties 
rose to 3,458 killed from 3,366 the 
previous week, the U.S. Com- 
mand said.

Lead Poisoning 
Kills Another 
Horse In Benicia 


BENICIA (AP) — The death 
of the 12th prize Appaloosa show 
horse on the George Wesner 
Ranch from apparent lead 
poisoning has added to the 
mystery of where the toxic 
substance originated. 
The deaths began a year ago 
with the latest, a pregnant m,are 
Tuesday, the seventh since 
January. 
An autopsy is being made at 
the University of California at 
Davis on the latest victim. 
The Wesner ranch still has 27 
of the valuable horses which are 
under veterinary care. “Six of 
seven are pretty thin and not 
looking good at all," said Mrs. 
Wesner Friday. 
Two other horses, also ap­ 
parent lead poisoning victims, 
have died in the Glen Cove 
section three miles away in the 
past two months, according to 
veterinarian Douglas Blaine. 
Dr. Fred Ottoboni of the state 
Department of Public Health in 
Berkeley has investigated 25 
horse deaths in a 25-mile area 
since November 1968, 
“As far as I know,” he said, 
“all died of lead poisoning."

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We Will Have To Do More 


Most of us agree that we have more regimentation than we like 


already. Few of us would seek more. We shudder at the thought of 
being no more than a cog in a giant state-controlled economic 
machine such as we understand the goal of the Communist states to 
be. But there are signs for all to see that clearly indicate we will 
have to do more than say we don't like it to avoid it. We will have to 
do more than shudder. 


It's not the foreign agents lurking in our midst that we have 


most to fear, though no doubt there are some. It's not the impatient 
young, the misfits and the rebels for rebellion's sake that pose the 
biggest danger. It's increasingly large numbers of frustrated 
average citizens. 


The plain truth is that an unregulated market economy doesn't 


work in these ever more complicated times — hasn't worked 
satisfactorily since long before any of us can remember. Perhaps it 
never has worked entirely satisfactorily since very primitive 
times. 


As a matter of fact, there hasn't been a completely unregulated 


economy in this century. There have been anti-trust laws and 
public utility regulations and all sorts of rules governing banking 
and stocks and business generally. Then, when the machinery 
came close to breaking down altogether in the early 30's there 
came the great body of regulations associated with the Roosevelt 
administration. 


Some of the most dramatic moves of the time — notably the 


NRA — were discarded quickly, others have been modified, and 
there has always been a lot of opposition to all of them. Particularly 
from the agricultural sector there has been the cry: "Remove the 
restrictions. Let the market -place economy function unham- 
pered." 


It's a rosy dream. But it wouldn't work. Not if the proponents 


mean a really free market place economy. They probably don't 
actually mean mat- They probably only want to be free to do what 
they want to-do, but would all see a necessity for some regulation, 
some tariffs, some protection. And that brings us to the point where 
we started. If we are to avoid the total restriction of a super-state 
we will have to work out ways of keeping our society on an even 
keel — more even than it is now. 


Strikes that involve the entire nation, drag great industries and 


even government functions to a standstill, and disrupt the lives of 
great numbers of citizens must go. But the great variances in in- 
come that exist now must be made less instead of being permitted 
to eet greater. And it makes no sense at all that some people should 
be forced to work exceedingly long hours while others who want to 
work are idle. Anyone who thinks just removing all restrictions will 
eliminate such inequities is indulging in idle fantasies. New ideas 
,are called for.

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon's immediate reaction, 
upon learning that the Senate for 
the second time had rejected his 
Supreme Court nominee, was to 
put through a telephone call to 
his former law partner, trusted 
adviser and political confidant, 
Attorney General John Mitchell 


Those who heard the con- 


versation would tell this column 
only that the President used 
some hotly "descriptive terms" 
to express what he thought of the 
United States Senate. 


Significantly, he waited 24 


hours before he made his anger 
public over the rejection of G. 
Harrold Carswell. There was 
nothing at all impulsive about 
his decision to attack the Senate. 


After his phone call to Mit- 


chell, the President holed up in 
his private hideaway in the 
Executive 
Office 
Building 


across the parking lot from the 
White House to sort out his 
thoughts. 


Then he again telephoned 


Mitchell, who broke away from 
a staff meeting to take the call. 
Nixon asked the Attorney 
General to join him for an 
evening 
cruise 
on 
the 


presidential yacht Sequoia. 


As they glided down the 


Potomac in the moonlight, they 
agreed to hit back at the Senate. 
They met again at the White 
House the next day before the 
President at last strode into the 
press rooms and, with quick, 
cold 
rhetoric, 
issued 
his 


declaration of political warfare 
against the Senate. 


NIXON'S RESENTMENT 


For months, Richard Nixon 


has been smoldering over what 
he believes to be the Senate's 
aim to thwart a reorganization 
of the Supreme Court. Again and 
again, he has complained bit- 
terly to aides that Senate 
liberals would oppose anyone he 
appointed to the Court. 


In the President's view, the 


Supreme Court's emphasis on 
civil liberties at the expense of 
public order has created a 
permissive atmosphere in this 
country, which has encouraged 
criminals and dissidents. This 
lenient attitude, he feels, has led 
to a breakdown of law and order. 


Reshaping 
the 
Supreme 


Court, therefore, has been one of 
his most urgent objectives. To 
fill the vacancies, he has sought 
"strict constructionists" whose 
judicial philosophy had been 
thoroughly tested. He em- 
phasized to aides that he wanted 
to take no chances on another 
Earl Warren, whose con- 
stitutional views were unknown 
when President Eisenhower 
appointed him to the high court. 


Nixon asked his Attorney 


General 
to 
prepare 
an 


exhaustive study of the judicial 
records of outstanding federal 
judges who seemed to meet the 
right criterion. Mitchell dug into 
the rulings and opinions of more 
than 160 prospects, and the 
President personally reviewed 
the records of about 100. 


These were weeded down to 


less than a dozen, which in- 
cluded Judges Warren Burger, 
Clement 
Haynsworth 
and 


Carswell. After Burger's ap- 
pointment as Chief Justice, the 
President looked over the list fot 
a younger man, preferably a 
Southerner who would give 
more geographical balance tc 
the Court. 


SECRET SPEECH 


His choice of Haynesworth 


brought unexpected opposition 
that got the President's back up. 
At a White House strategy 
session on October 14, 1969. 
according to the confidential 
minutes, he delivered an im- 
passioned little speech to party 
leaders. 


"The Court is unbalanced!" 


he declared. "Haynsworth is the 
best judge in his age group. He 
has followed the law of the land. 
On the qualifications, I am for 
him. On these ethical problems, 
all 
these 
problems 
are 


troublesome. Some objections 
are ideological, some sectional, 
some go to his judgment. 


"They will attack all my 


appointments to the Court. I 
satisfied myself there is no 
question of ethics or violations of 
the law. Also, I hold in my hands 
the fate of a man. I will not be a 
party to destroying a man. . . 


"Given the present situation, 


unless some new facts come in, I 
will stick by Haynsworth even if 
he gets only one vote. Will I 
withdraw him? I will not." 


The President's bitterness 


over Haynsworth's rejection 
built up to outrage over Car- 
swell's defeat. What the Senate 
really wants, Nixon is now 
convinced, is to be consulted in 
advance on Supreme Court 
nominees. Thereby, he believes, 
Senate liberals seek to prevent 
any change in the liberal make- 
up of the Court. 
. Inside the Senate cloakrooms, 
however, no Senator has been 
heard 
to 
question 
the 


President's right to name a 
Southern 
"strict 
con- 


structionist" to the Court. They 
objected only to Haynsworth's 
conflicts 
and 
Carswell's 


mediocrity. 


The 
President's 
own 


spokesmen in the Senate, GOP 
leader Hugh Scott of Penn- 
sylvania and assistant leader 
Robert Griffin 
of Michigan, 


voted against Haynsworth. They 
gave the President their word 
that they would support Car- 
swell after receiving assurances 
he was a racial moderate and 
distinguished jurist with clean 
hands. 


Both stuck to their word 


although they felt they had been 
misled 
about 
Carswell's 


qualifications. On the eve of the 
Senate vote, they met with 
White House aide Kenneth 
BeLieu. Griffin asked him point- 
blank whether they could think 
of anything more they could do 
to win confirmation for Car- 
swell. BeLieu agreed they had 
done all in their power. 


Nevertheless, unaccountably, 


the President is as peeved with 
his own leaders as he is outraged 
at the Democrats. The gauntlet 
is down. It is now the White 
House vs. the Senate. 


WORLD ENVIRONMENT 


The Senate's "Mr. Con- 


sumer," Warren Magnuson, D- 
Wash., has been working for 
months in secret on a proposal 
for a "World Environmental 
Institute" which would include 
Red China and other non-UN 
nations. 


Magnuson has 
privately 


circulated a draft 
Senate 


resolution calling for invitation 
of all nations "not presently 
members 
of 
the 
general 


assembly" to the UN-sponsored 
Stockholm 
environmental 


conference in 1972. 


There, if the Senate and the 


administration agree to the 
resolution, the U. S. would press 
for the non-political institute to 
be formed. Funding and location 
would be decided there. The 
functions of the World En- 
vironmental Institute would be 
as a clearing house for pollution 
information and as a research 
center. 


Thus, a study on detergent 


pollution made in Chicago would 
be available to Tokyo, and a 
study of coal smoke effects 
made in Peking would be 
available to the pollution- 
fighters of Madrid. 


MILLIONS FOR LIBRARY 


BERKELEY (AP) — The 


University of California has 
received $10 million for a library 
on religious law — the largest 
single donation to the university 
since its founding 102 years ago.

On The Right 


Repress/on, USA 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY.JR. 


I have been kid-watching for 


the last few days, trying to 
explore the mood of those who 
listen and think about the 
current disorders, the causes 
and the cures thereof. I have 
been advancing at the colleges 
the thesis that precisely what is 
needed these days, properly 
understood, is very solid doses 
of repression: not in a spirit of 
vindictiveness.but in the spirit 
of teaching those who wonder, 
that the United States is very 
serious about surviving the 
current doubts about itself, and 
about the worthwhileness of its 
essential institutions. 


I 
have 
advanced 
the 


proposition that the toleration of 
revolutionary 
dissent 
is 


something that America has 
traditionally practiced (at such 
times as we have practiced it) 
primarily as a demonstration of 
our own complacency, not out of 
respect for any abstract right to 
revolutionize. It is a high form of 
self indulgence to stroll through 
London's Hyde Park and listen 
lazily to the orators who 
denounce the nation's free in- 
stitutions, while we know them 
to be utterly safe — rather like 
the child's dream of waking in a 
jungle surrounded by wild 
beasts 
who however 
are 


powerless to hurt, because you 
are surrounded by a bubble of 
glass that is proof against their 
aggressions. 


We are engaged in testing in 


this 
country, 
in 
such 


proceedings as those against the 
Chicago 7, whether the law can 
stand up against such organized 
judicial assaults upon it as the 
bomb throwers 
and 
their 


lawyers are capable of laun- 
ching. That is the moment for 
action, bearing in mind the 
injunction by Hamilton that 
"The hope of Impunity is a 
strong incitement to sedition; 
the dread of punishment, a 
propor tionably 
s t r o n g 


discouragement to it." 


So, in an age when barbarians 


plot to drop bombs in depart- 
ment stores, and other bar- 
barians succeed in preventing 
others from speaking, the time 
is clearly at hand for what some 
choose to call repression, what 
others call a militant defense of 
the law. Thoughtful students can 
see the point, but the great tug of 
their emotional opposition, or so 
it seems to me, is their profound 
conviction that the adults' 
concern for the law is a selective 
thing, that we are disposed to 
enforce only those laws we 
desire to see enforced, and that 
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Fourth of July celebrants 


were given a jolt last night when 
the city council ruled that it 
would back a state law that 
prohibits the sale of fire works 
without a special permit from 
either the city council or county 
board of supervisors. 


For several years there has 


been 
a 
city 
ordinance 


prohibiting the shooting of 
fireworks within the city limits, 
but merchants heretofore have 
been given permiMion to sell the 
explosive*.

Do you 
remember Ross Barnett? He 
was Governor of Mississippi.

I know not where he 
resides — perhaps at the 
Smithsonian Institution. But I do 
know he does not reside in jail. 
The government, in order to be 
convincing, needs to go after 
some big targets. 


I would suggest, for instance, 


Justice Douglas. It is simply 
unconvincing to send seven 
revolutionists 
who 
come 


together in Chicago to jail for 
conspiring to cause riots, and to 
maintain on the high court a 
gentleman who publishes a book 
in which he suggests that 
revolution is probably the only 
indicated course to break the 
institutional log jam. Mr. 
Douglas should be impeached, 
and notwithstanding that Mr. 
Robert Welch has given im- 
peachment a bad name. 


There are interesting signs of 


a crackdown on licentious 
sedition. The Supreme Court has 
ruled that a refractory defen- 
dant can be bound and gagged. 
Another court has ruled that a 
policeman may disperse a 
meeting that veers toward 
unruliness. A Grand Jury is 
investigating charges that 
students at American Univer- 
sity violated the rights of other 
students by preventing them 
from engaging in activites of the 
R.O.T.C. Here is the warp and 
woof of what the revolutionists, 
always oblivious to the rights of 
counter-revolutionists, 
call 


repression: what others call the 
politics of stability. But if we are 
to be convincing, we must go 
also after the high and the 
mighty Other nominations are 
welcome.

Still To Be Considered 


There are fewer migratory workers employed each year on the 


nation's farms, but they will be an important segment of the farm 
labor force for some time and must be considered, Arnold R. 
Weber, assistant secretary of labor for manpower, told a U.S. 
Senate labor subcommittee this week. 


He reported that employment of migratory farm workers has 


dropped from about 400,000 to about 250,000 in the past ten years, 
and that the system of migratory labor in agriculture is being 
phased out gradually. The subcommittee is studying problems 
facing the workers who move from state to state seeking mostly 
farm work. 


Chairman Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., said he was appalled 


by the sense of powerlessness of the migrants. "They work harder 
for less than any people in Ihe country," he said. Donald Paarlberg 
of the Agriculture Department said the migrant force is declining 
about 22,000 every year. Use of mechanized equipment on farms is 
cutting down jobs for the migrants, he said, and they will need 
training to transfer to non-farm jobs. 


Weber said the Labor Department is interested in developing 


stability of employment for the migrants and the maintenance of 
wage, working and living standards. Weber estimated the average 
income of migrant workers at lew than $l,MO in 1MB. Mondale 
commented that this is about half of the amount the government 
has called a poverty level income for a family of four.

YOU ONCE described how 


paraffin could relieve the pain 
of arthritis. Would you repeat 
how this is used?

Dear Mr. TJ.: Before the use 


of cortisone and ACTH — the 
steroid* that are used for some 
forms of arthritis — paraffin 


was one of the 
f e w available 
m e t h o d s to 
bring: comfort 
and relief. 


O r d i n a r y 


paraffin, simi- 
lar to the kind 
used to pre- 
serve jams and 
jellies, is pur- 
chased at the 
grocers. This is 
melted d o w n 


and allowed to cool to about 
150 degrees F. Care must be 
taken because the hot paraf- 
fin can be deceptive and cause 
painful burns. The outer layer 
of the parafin may seem to be 
cool, but the underneath por- 
tion may be burning hot. 


The painful hand or foot is 


first covered with a thin layer 
of mineral oil and then dipped 
into the paraffin. When the 
hand or foot is then taken out 
and exposed to the air, the 
paraffin 
becomes firm 
and 


coven the immersed part. This 
can be repeated a number of 
times until a heavy layer is 
acquired. 


The basis for this effective 


pain reliever IB that heat Is 
retained for a long time and 
this i« what brings the wel- 
come relief.

We W ill Have To Do M ore 


Most of us agree that we have more regimentation than we like 
already. Few of us would seek more. We shudder at the thought of 
being no more than a cog in a giant state-controlled economic 
machine such as we understand the goal of the Communist states to 
be. But there are signs for all to see that clearly indicate we will 
have to do more than say we don’t like it to avoid it. We will have to 
do more than shudder. 


It’s not the foreign agents lurking in our midst that we have 
most to fear, though no doubt there are some. It’s not the impatient 
young, the misfits and the rebels for rebellion’s sake t'iat pose the 
biggest danger. It’s increasingly large numbers of frustrated 
average citizens. 


The plain truth is that an unregulated market economy doesn’t 
work in these ever more complicated times — hasn’t worked 
satisfactorily since long before any of us can remember. Perhaps it 
never has worked entirely satisfactorily since very primitive 
times. 


As a matter of fact, there hasn’t been a completely unregulated 
economy in this century. There have been anti-trust laws and 
public utility regulations and all sorts of rules governing banking 
and stocks and business generally. Then, when the machinery 
came close to breaking down altogether in the early 30’s there 
came the great body of regulations associated with the Roosevelt 
administration. 


Some of the most dramatic moves of the time — notably the 
NRA — were discarded quickly, others have been modified, and 
there has always been a lot of opposition to all of them. Particularly 
from the agricultural sector there has been the cry: “Remove the 
restrictions. Let the market -place economy function unham­ 
pered .” 


It’s a rosy dream. But it wouldn’t work. Not if the proponents 
mean a really free market place economy. They probably don’t 
actually n\ean that. They probably only want to be free to do what 
they want to-do, but would all see a necessity for some regulation, 
some tariffs, some protection. And that brings us to the point where 
we started. If we are to avoid the total restriction of a super-state 
we will have to work out ways of keeping our society on an even 
keel — more even than it is now. 


Strikes that involve the entire nation, drag great industries and 
even government functions to a standstill, and disrupt the lives of 
great numbers of citizens must go. But the great variances in in­ 
come that exist now must be made less instead of being permitted 
to get greater. And it makes no sense at all that some people should 
be forced to work exceedingly long hours while others who want to 
work are idle. Anyone who thinks just removing all restrictions will 
eliminate such inequities is indulging in idle fantasies. New ideas 
,are called for.

SECRET SPEECH

They 
gave the President their word 
that they would support Car- 
swell after receiving assurances 
he was a racial moderate and 
distinguished jurist with clean 
hands.

There are fewer migratory workers employed each year on the 
nation’s farms, but they will be an important segment of the farm 
labor force for some time and must be considered, Arnold R. 
Weber, assistant secretary of labor for manpower, told a U.S. 
Senate labor subcommittee this week. 


He reported that employment of migratory farm workers has 
dropped from about 400,000 to about 250,000 in the past ten years, 
and that the system of migratory labor in agriculture is being 
phased out gradually. The subcommittee is studying problems 
facing the workers who move from state to state seeking mostly 
farm work. 


Chairman Walter F. Móndale, D-Minn., said he was appalled 
by the sense of powerlessness of the migrants. “They work harder 
for less than any people in the country,” he said. Donald Paarlberg 
of the Agriculture Department said the migrant force is declining 
about 22,000 every year. Use of mechanized equipment on farms is 
cutting down jobs for the migrants, he said, and they will need 
training to transfer to non-farm jobs. 


Weber said the Labor Department is interested in developing 
stability of employment for the migrants and the maintenance of 
wage, working and living standards. Weber estimated the average 
income of migrant workers at less than $1,800 in 1966. Móndale 
commented that this is about half of the amount the government 
has called a poverty level income for a family of four.

When the 
hand or foot is then taken out 
and exposed to the air, the 
paraffin becomes firm and 
covers the immersed part. This 
can be repeated a number of 
times until a heavy layer Is 
acquired.

Moat o( ya agree that we have more 'regimentation, than we like 
already Few of us would aeek more We shudder at the thought of 
being no more than a cog in a giant state-controlled economic 
machine such as we understand the goal of the Communist states to 
be Rut there are signs for all to see that ckaarlv indicate we will 
have to do more than any we don't like It to avoid It We will have to 
do more than shudder 


It's not the foreign agents lurking in our midst that we have 
moat to fear, though no doubt there are some It’s not the impatient 
young, the misfits and the rebels for rebellion's sake that pose the 
biggest danger It’s increasingly large numbers of frustrated 
average citizens 


The plain truth is that an unregulated market economy doesn't 
work in these ever more complicated times — hasn't worked 
satisfactorily since long before j.ny of us can remember Perhaps it 
never has worked entirely satisfactorily since very primitive 
times

They probably only want to be free to do what 
they want todo, but would all see a necessity for some regulation, 
some tariffs, some protection And that brings us to the point where 
we started. If we are to avoid the total restriction of a super-state 
we will have to' work out ways of keeping our society on an even 
keel — more even than, it is. now 


Strikes that involve the entire nation,, drag great industries and 
even government functions to a standstill, and 'disrupt 'the lives of 
great numbers of citizens, must go. But the great variances in in­ 
come that exist now must be made less instead of being permitted 
to get greater. And it makes no sense at all that some people should 
be forced to work exceedingly long hours while others who want to 
work are idle Anyone who thinks just removing all restrictions will 
eliminate such inequities is indulging in idle fantasies New ideas

There are fewer migratory workers employed each year on the 
nation’s farms, but they will be an important segment of the farm 
labor force for some time and must be considered, Arnold R. 
Weber, assistant secretary of labor for manpower, told a U.S. 
Senate labor subcommittee this week. 


He reported 'that employment of migratory farm workers, has 
'dropped, from about 400,000 to about ¡250,000' in, 'the past, ten years, 
.and 'that 'the system, of migratory labor in agriculture is 'being 
phased out gradually.. The subcommittee to studying problems 
facing the workers who move from state to state seeking mostly 
farm work. 


Chairman Walter F. Móndale, D-Minn., said he was appalled 
by the sense of powerlessness of the migrants. “They work harder 
for less than any people in the country,” he said. Donald Paarlberg 
of the Agriculture Department said the migrant force to declining 
about 22,000 every year. Use of mechanized equipment on farms to 
cutting down jobs for the migrants, he said, and they will need 
training to transfer to non-farm jobs. 


Weber said the Labor Department to interested in developing

., BE *T RESOLVED bV the Board of Directors of the Rio Alto 
Water District that, pursuant to Water Code Sections 35423 and 
35424, said Board hereby establishes the following rules and 
regulations for distribution of water and orders that they be printed 
and distributed to all landowners and water users within said 
District and that the Secretary of said District cause them to be 
published once a week for two weeks in the Red Bluff Daily News 


RIO ALTO WATER DISTRICT 


RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR 


DISTRIBUTION OF WATER 
ARTICLE 1. DEFINITIONS 


1.1 For the purpose of these rules and regulations the terms used 


herein are defined as follows: 


1.2 Board means the Board of Directors of the District. 


Wherever a right, duty or responsibility of the Board is prescribed 
by this ordinance, it shall be expressed or performed by the Board 
itself unless the Board expressly delegates such right, duty or 
responsibility by resolution. 


1.3 Connection means the pipeline and appurtenant facilities 


such as the curb stop, meter and meter box all used to extend water 
service from a main to premises, the laying thereof and the tapping., 
of the main. Where services are divided at the curb or property line 
to serve several customers, each such branch service shall be 
deemed a separate service. 


1.4 Cost means the cost of labor, material transportation, 


supervision, engineering, and all other necessary overhead ex- 
penses. 


1.5. Cross-Connection means any physical connection between 


the piping system from the District service and that of any other 
water supply that is not, or cannot be, approved as safe and potable 
for human consumption, whereby water from the unapproved 
source may be forced or drawn into the District distribution mains. 


1.6 Customer means the owner of property within the District 


which is subject to the water charges set forth in Section 13.1 or any 
other person who has assumed the obligation to pay such charges 
pursuant to agreement with the owner as verified by notice to the 
District. 


1.7. District means the Rio Alto Water District. Wherever a 


right, duty or responsibility of the District is prescribed by this 
ordinance it shall be exercised Or performed by the Manager unless 
otherwise expressly ordered by resolution of the Board. 


1.8. Engineer means the person employed or retained by the 


District to perform professional engineering services in connection 
with the water system and shall be a registered civil engineer in the 
State of California. 


1.9. Main means a water line in a street, highway, alley or 


easement used for public and private fire protection and for 
general distribution of water. 


1.10. Manager means the individual employed by the District 


having the authority and responsibility to manage the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system and any construction 
or replacement thereof. 


1.11. Person means an individual or a company, association, 


co-partnership or public or private corporation or entity. 


1.12. Premises means a lot or parcel of real property under one 


ownership, except where there are well-defined boundaries or 
partitions such as fences, hedges or other restrictions preventing 
the common use of the property by the several tenants, in which 
case each portion shall be deemed separate premises. Apartment 
houses and office buildings may be classified as single premises. 


1.13. Private Fire Protection Service means water service and 


facilities for building sprinkler systems, hydrants, hose reels and 
other facilities installed in private property for fire protection and 
the water available therefor. 


1.14. Public Fire Protection Service means the service and 


facilities of the entire water supply storage and distribution system 
of the District, including the fire hydrants affixed thereto, and the 
water available for fire protection, excepting house service con- 
nections and appurtenances thereto. 


1.15. Property Owner means the person owning the fee, or the 


person in whose name the legal title to property in the District 
appears, by deed duly recorded in the County Recorder's office, or 
the person in possession of the property or buildings under claim of, 
or exercising acts of ownership over same for himself, or as 
executor, administrator, guardian or trustee of the owner. 


1.16. Regular Service means water service for normal 


domestic or commercial purposes on a permanent basis utilizing 
water system service lines in existence at the time of application 
for service. Commercial purposes shall include service to public 
entities. 


1.17. Temporary Service means water service and facilities 


rendered for construction work and other uses of limited duration 
and the water available therefor. 


1.18. Water System means all of the works, facilities, property 


and rights of every nature owned or operated by the District to 
provide water service. 


ARTICLE 2. NOTICES 


2.1. Notices from the District to Customers. Notices from the 


District to a customer will normally be given in writing, and either 
delivered or mailed to him at his last known address. Where con- 
ditions warrant and in emergencies, the District may resort to 
notification either by telephone or messenger. 


2.2. Notices to the District. Notice to the District shall be given 


in writing (l) at the District's operating office, or (2) to the 
Manager. 


ARTICLES. MANAGER 


3.1. Manager's Duties. The position of Manager is hereby 


created. The Manager shall be responsible for the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system, and the ad- 
ministration of these rules and regulations. He shall perform such 
other duties as are imposed from time to time by the Board. He 
shall periodically report to the Board on the performance of his 
duties. 


3.2. Emergencies. In case of any emergency which interrupts 


or threatens to interrupt water service, or which threatens damage 
to the water system or damage to persons or property from 
malfunctions of the water system, the Manager shall take 
whatever action is necessary to maintain service and prevent such 
damage, and shall report such action to the next meeting of the 
Board. 


ARTICLE 4. WATER SERVICE CONNECTION 


4.1. Application Form and Connection Fee. A property owner or 


his agent shall make application to the District for water service on 
the following application form or by letter giving the same in- 
formation, and the application shall be accompanied by the SUTI of 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) as a connection fee.

adopted related to the water service and to pay water bills promp- 
tly.

4.2. Regular Service Connection. After filing of an application 


for regular service, connection shall be made by the applicant at 
such time and manner as prescribed by the Manager. 


4.3. Special Service Connection. After filing of an application 


for special service the Manager shall determine and notify the 
applicant in writing, whether such service is acceptable and if so 
the estimated cost of constructing the special service from the 
water main to the property line. The applicant shall deposit the 
amount of said estimate plus ten percent with the District within 
the time prescribed in the notice, upon receipt of which the 
Manager shall provide for installation of the special service. If the 


actual cost is greater than estimated, the applicant shall promptly 
pay the difference to the District. If the actual cost is less, the 
difference shall be refunded. After completion of the special ser- 
vice, connection shall be made by the applicant at such time and 
manner as prescribed by the Manager. 


4.4. Payment for Previous Service. An application will not be 


honored unless payment in full has been made for water service 
previously rendered to the applicant by the District. 


4.5. Size and Location. The District reserves the right to 


determine the size of service connections and their location with 
respect to the boundaries of the premises to be served. The laying 
of consumer's pipeline to the curb should not be done until the 
location of the service connection has been approved by the 
Manager. 


4.6. Curb Cock. Every service connection installed by the 


District shall be equipped with a curb cock. The curb cock is in- 
tended for the exclusive use of the District in controlling the water 
supply through the service connection pipe. If the curb cock is 
damaged by the consumer's use to an extent requiring 
replacement, such replacement shall be at the consumer's ex- 
pense. 


4.7. Domestic and Commercial Service. It shall be unlawful to 


maintain a connection except in conformity with the following 
rules: 


(a) Separate Building. Each house or building under separate 


ownership shall be provided with a separate service connection 
Two or more houses under one ownership and on the same lot or 
parcel of land may be supplied through the same service con- 
nection. However, the Board reserves the right to limit the number 
of houses or the area of land under one ownership to be supplied by 
one service connection. 


(b) Single Connection Not more than one service connection 


for domestic or commercial supply shall be installed for one 
building, except with the approval of the Manager when more than 
one service connection is necessary to provide an adequate water 
supply. 


(c) Different Owners. A service connection shall not be used to 


supply adjoining property of a different owner or to supply 
property of the same owner across a street or alley. 


4.8. Service Connections. The service connections extending 


from the water main to the curb cock shall be maintained by the 
District. All pipes and fixtures extending or lying beyond the curb 
cock shall be installed and maintained by the owner of thejaroperty 
pursuant to such regulation as the Manager may prescjabe. 


ARTICLE 5. APPLICATION FOR EXTENSION 


OF WATER SYSTEM 


5.1. Application. Any owner of one or more lots or parcels o£ 


subdivider of a tract of land, desiring the extension of the watqtf 
system to serve such property, shall make a written^ipplicatiAn 
therefor to the District, said application to containVj$he.J^gal 
description of the property to be served and any additional in- 
formation which may be required by the District, and?, be ac- 
companied by a map showing the location of the proposed con- 
nections. If the property to be served is a subdivision, $ie ap- 
plication shall state the name and tract number and snall'be ac- 
companied by a copy of the final subdivision map and of th«j plans 
and specifications for the proposed improvements. 


5.2. Investigation. Upon receipt of the application, the Manager 


shall make an investigation and survey of the proposed extension 
and shall report his findings to the Engineer, who shall submit a 
report thereon including the estimated cost thereof to the Board. 


5.3. Ruling. The Board shall thereupon consider such ap- ' 


plication and report, and after such consideration, reject the ap- 
plication or approve it with such modifications and conditions as 
the Board may require. 


5.4. Construction of Extension. Construction of such extension 


shall be in accordance with the Board's approval thereof and 
pursuant to plans and specifications approved by the engineer. 


5.5 Conditions Precedent to Construction. Construction shall 


not commence until mutually satisfactory arrangements have been 
made between the District and the applicant covering (i) how such 
construction shall be financed, (2) whether the District or the 
applicant shall be responsible for construction, and (3) the transfer 
of ownership of the extension to the District. 


5.6. Supervision and Inspection of Construction. Whether the 


District or the applicant is responsible for construction, con- 
struction shall be supervised and inspected by the District to assure 
compliance with the approved plans and specifications. 


ARTICLE 6. GENERAL USE REGULATIONS 


6.1. Water Waste. No customer shall knowingly permit leaks or 


waste of water. Where water is wastefully or negligently used on a 
customer's premises the District may discontinue service if such 
conditions are not corrected within five (5) days after giving the 
customer written notice. 


6.2. Equipment on Customer Premises. Water service con- 


nection facilities installed by the District on private property for 
the purpose of rendering water service shall remain the property of 
the District and may be maintained, replaced or repaired by the 
District without consent or interference of the owner or occupant of 
the property. The property owner shall use reasonable care in the 
protection of the facilities. No payment shall be made for placing or 
maintaining said facilities on private property. 


6.3. Damage to Water System Facilities. The customer shall be 


liable for any damage to the water system facilities when such 
damage is from causes originating on his premises or by an act of 
the customer or his tenants, agents, employees, contractors, 
licensees or permittees. 


6.4. Ground-Wire Attachments. No person shall attach any 


ground-wire or wires to any plumbing which is or may be connected 
to a service connection or main belonging to the District. The 
District will hold the customer liable for any damage to its property 
occasioned by such ground-wire attachments. 


6.5. Control Valve on the Customer's Property. The customer 


shall provide a valve on his property to control the flow of water to 
the piping on his premises. The customer shall not use the service 
curb stop to turn water on and off for his convenience. 


6.6. Back Flow Protective Devices. Back flow protective 


devices shall be installed by the customer as near the service as 
possible and shall be open to test and inspection by the District. 
Plans for installation of back flow protective devices shall be ap- 
proved by the District prior to installation. 


6.7. Relief Valves. As a protection to the customer's plumbing 


system, a suitable pressure relief valve shall be installed and 
maintained by him, at his expense, when check valve or other 
protective devices are used. The relief valve shall be installed 
between the check valves and the water heater 


ARTICLE 7 BILLING 


7.1. Billing Period. The regular billing period shall be monthly 


or bi-monthly at the option of the District. 


7.2 Opening and Closmg Bills. Opening and closing bills for less 


than the normal billing period shall be prorated, except that if the 
total period for which service is rendered is less than one month, 
the bill shall not be less than the monthly minimum charge ap- 
plicable. At the customer's request, closing bills may be estimated 
by the Manager for the final period to permit the customer to pay 
the closing bill at the time service to said customer is discontinued. 


7.3. Water Charges. Water charges are payable at the office of 


the District and are delinquent 20 days after the Post Office can- 
cellation date of the mailed billing. Upon such delinquency the 
District shall give notice of such delinquency in the U. S. Mail, 
postage prepaid, respectively to the customer and to the occupant 
at the premises with respect to which the delinquency has oc- 
curred. Service may be discontinued without further notice if the 
delinquency is not cured by the tenth day after the day of mailing 
such notice. Failure to receive a bill does not relieve the customer 
of liability to pay for water service. 


7.4. Payment of Bills. On each delinquency notice for water 


service rendered by the District shall be printed substantially the 
following: "This bill is now delinquent. If it is not paid within ten 
(10) days after the Post Office cancellation date of this card, ser- 
vice may be discontinued. A reconnection charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15.00) and penalties will be made and collected prior to renewing 
service following such discontinuance." 


7.5. Penalty. Rates and charges which are not paid on or before 


the tenth day after mailing the delinquency notice shall be subject 
to a penalty of ten percent (10 percent) and thereafter shall be 
subject to a further penalty of two percent (2 percent) per month on 
the first day of each month following. 


7.6. Actions to Enforce Payment. Any amount due for water 


service shall be deemed a debt to the District, and any person 
failing, neglecting or refusing to pay said indebtedness shall be 


liable to an action in the name of the District in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction for the amount thereof. Defendant shall pay all 
costs of suit, including a reasonable attorney's fee, in any such 
court action if judgment, is rendered in favor of the District. 


7.7 Consumer's Guarantee. The water delivery charge begins 


when a service connection is installed and the curb stop opened. 
Before water is turned on by the District for any purpose whatever, 
the applicant shall sign the application. The applicant shall be 
liable for water used until the District is notified in writing to 
discontinue service or to transfer the account to another customer. 


7 8 Water Used Without Application Being Made. A person 


taking possession of premises and using water thereon from the 
water system without having made application to the District for 
water service shall be liable to pay for such water use the same as 
if application had been filed plus a penalty of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). 
If proper application for water service is not made upon 
notification to do so by the District and if accumulated bills for 
service are not paid immediately, the service may be discontinued 
by the District without further notice. 


ARTICLE 8. DISCONTINUANCE OF SERVICE 


8.1. Nonpayment. Service may be discontinued for nonpayment 


of bills as required by Article 7 and the Board shall add to the said 
delinquent account the sum of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) to cover the 
cost of shutting off the water. 


8.2. Unsafe Apparatus. Water service may be refused or 


discontinued to any premises where apparatus or appliances are in 
use which might endanger or disturb the service to other 
customers. 


8.3. Cross-Connections Water service may be refused or 


discontinued to any premises where there exists a cross-connection 
in violation of State, federal or local regulations. 


8.4. Fraud or Abuse. Service may be discontinued if necessary 


to protect the District against fraud or abuse. 


8.5. Noncompliance with Regulations. Service 
may 
be 


discontinued for noncompliance with this or any other ordinance or 
regulation relating to the water service. A reconnection charge of 
Fifteen Dollars ($15.00), plus full payment of delinquent charges 
and penalties, shall be paid by the customer. 


8.6 Disconnection and Reconnection Charges. Upon discon- 


tinuance of service for any of the above reasons, there shall be a 
charge of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) to cover the cost of shutting off 
the water. 


8.7. Voluntary Discontinuance Upon Vacating Premises. 


Customers desiring to discontinue service shall so notify the 
District two (2) days prior to vacating the premises and such notice 
shall be accompanied by a turn-off charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15.00) and unless discontinuance of service is ordered, the 
customer shall be liable for charges whether or not any water is 
used. Service shall again be resumed upon application of the owner 
of said property, or his authorized agent, upon payment of a $15.00 
turn-on fee. 


ARTICLE 9. PUBLIC FIRE PROTECTION 


9.1. Use of Fire Hydrants. Fire hydrants are for use by the 


District or by organized fire protection agencies pursuant to 
contract with the District. Other parties desiring to use fire 
hydrants for any purpose shall fijrst obtain written permission from 
the Board prior to use and shaJJ operate the hydrant in accordance 
with instructions issued by t^e District. Tampering with any fire 
hydrant or the unauthorized-use of water therefrom is punishable 
by law. 
; 
," 


9.2. Hydrant Mantel. A charge, to be determined by contract 


betweei| the District andjorganized fire protection agencies, may 
be imp^ed f jiriiydrant Maintenance and water used for public fire 
protection.<?

9.3^Mpvu4 of Fire; Hydrants. If a property owner or other 


party desfWs a change in the size, type or location of a fire hydrant, 
he shall bear all costs of such changes, without refund. Any change 
in the location of a fire hydrant shall be approved by the proper 
authority. 


ARTICLE 10. PRIVATE FIRE PROTECTION SERVICE 
10.1. Payment of Cost. The applicant for private fire protection 


service shall pay the total actual cost of installation of the service 
from the distribution main to the customer's premises, said in- 
stallation to become the property of the District. On terms and 
conditions satisfactory to the District, it may agree to install the 
connection. 


10.2. No Connection to Other System. There shall be no con- 


nections between such private fire protection system and any other 
water distribution system on the premises. 


10.3. Use. There shall be no water used through the fire 


protection service except to extinguish fires and for testing the fire 
fighting equipment. 


10.4. Monthly Rates. The monthly rates for private fire 


protection shall be established by the District upon receipt of ap- 
plication. 


10.5. Water for Fire Storage Tanks. Occasionally water may be 


obtained from a private fire service for filling a tank connected 
with the fire service, but only if written permission specifying the 
water rates to be paid is secured from the District in advance. 


10.6. Violation of Agreement. If water is used from a private 


fire service in violation of the agreement or of these regulations, 
the District may, at its option, discontinue and remove the service. 


10.7. Rules. The following rules shall apply to fire service 


connections: 


(a) Valve. When a fire service connection is installed, the valve 


governing same shall be closed and sealed and remain so until a 
written order is received from the owner of the premises to have 
the water turned on. 


(b) Meter. If the District does not require a meter, and if water 


is used through a fire service connection for any other purpose than 
extinguishing of fires, it shall have the right to place a meter on the 
fire service connection at the owner's expense, or shut off the entire 
water supply from such premises. 


(c) Additional Service. The District shall have the right to 


make a domestic or commercial service connection from the fire 
service connection to supply the same premises as those to which 
the fire service connection belongs. The District shall also have the 
right to determine the proportion of the installation cost properly 
chargeable to each service connection, if such segregation of costs 
shall become necessary. 


(d) Check Valve. The District reserves the right to install on all 


fire service connections a check valve of a type approved by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, and to equip the same with a 
by-pass meter at the expense of the owner of the property. 


ARTICLE 11. TEMPORARY SERVICE 


11.1. Application, Connection Fee, and Estimated Cost. Every 


person desiring temporary service shall file an application ac- 
companied by a non-refundable fee of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). If in 
the determination of the District the desired service may be 
provided without detriment to the District or any permanent 
customer thereof, the District shall make an estimate of (a) the 
cost of installing and removing the facilities required to furnish the 
requested service, (b) the cost of water service for the expected 
duration thereof, and (c) the cost of repair of District facilities 
which would be subject to damage by reason of the requested 
service. 


11.2. Deposit, Installation and Operation. Upon the applicant 


depositing the total of the above estimated costs plus ten percent 
(10 percent), the District shall install such facilities, which shall be 
operated in accordance with its instructions. 


11.3. Duration of Service. Temporary service connection shall 


be discontinued and terminated within six months after installation 
unless an extension of time is granted in writing by the District. 


11.4. Discontinuance of Service. Upon discontinuance of ser- 


vice, the actual cost of installation and removal of the temporary 
facilities plus ten percent shall be determined along with the actual 
cost of the water service and the actual cost of repair of any 
damage to District facilities caused by the user of the temporary 
service and an appropriate adjustment thereof may be made by 
additional charge, refund or credit. 


ARTICLE 12. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


12.1. Words and Phrases. For the purpose of this ordinance, all 


words used herein in the present tense shall include the future; all 
words in the plural number shall include the singular number, and 
all words in the singular number shall include the plural number. 


12.2. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 


or phrase of this ordinance is for any reason held to be un- 
constitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this ordinance. 


12.3. Pressure Conditions. All applicants for service con- 


nections or water service for any purpose shall be required to 


accept such conditions of pressure and service as are provided by 
the water system at the location of the proposed service connection, 
and to hold the District and its officers, agents and employees 
harmless for any damages arising out of low pressure or high 
pressure conditions or interruptions in service. 


12.4. Maintenance of Water Pressure and Shutting Down for 


Emergency Repairs. The District shall not accept any respon- 
sibility for the maintenance of pressure, and it reserves the right to 
discontinue service while making emergency repairs, etc. Con- 
sumers dependent upon a continuous supply should provide 
emergency storage. 


12.5. Tampering with District Property. No one except an 


employee or representative of the District shall at any time in any 
manner operate the curb cocks or valves, main cocks, gates or 
valves of the District's system; or interfere with meters or their 
connections, street mains or other parts of the water system. 


12.6. Penalty for Violation. For the failure of the customer to 


comply with all or any part of these rules and regulations or any 
other resolution, ordinance or order fixing rates and charges of this 
District, a penalty for which has not hereafter been specifically 
fixed, the customer's service shall be discontinued and the water 
shall not be supplied such customer until he shall have complied 
with the rule or regulation, rate or charge which he has violated or, 
in the event that he cannot comply with said rule or regulation, 
until he shall have satisfied the District that in the future he will 
comply with all the rules and regulations established by the 
District and with all rates and charges of this District. In addition 
thereto he shall pay the District $15.00 for renewal and turn-on of 
his service. 


12.7. Ruling Final. All rulings of the Board shall be final. All 


rulings of the Manager shall be final unless appealed in writing to 
the Board within five (5) days. When there is an appeal to the 
Board, the Board's ruling shall be final. 


12.8. Pools and Tanks. When an abnormally large quantity of 


water is desired for filling a swimming pool or for other purposes, 
arrangements shall be made with the District prior to taking such 
water. Permission to take water in unusual quantities will be given 
only if it can be safely delivered through the District's facilities and 
if other consumers are not inconvenienced thereby. 


12.9. Damages Through Leaking Pipes and Fixtures. When 


turning on the water supply as requested and the house or property 
is vacant, the District will endeavor to ascertain if water is running 
on the inside of the building, and if such is found to be the case, the 
water will be left shut off at the curb cock. The District's 
jurisdiction and responsibility ends at the property line and the 
District shall in no case be liable for damages occasioned by water 
running from open or faulty fixtures, or from broken or damaged 
pipes inside the property line. 


12.10. Damage to Meters. The Board reserves the right to set 


and maintain a meter on any service connection. The consumer 
shall be held liable for any damage to the meter due to his 
negligence or carelessness and in particular for damage caused by 
hot water or steam from the premises. 


12.11. Responsibility for Equipment. The customer shall, at his 


own risk and expense, furnish, install and keep in good and safe 
condition all equipment that may be required for receiving, con- 
trolling, applying and utilizing water, and the District shall not be 
responsible for any loss or damage caused by the improper in- 
stallation of such equipment, or the negligence or wrongful act of 
the customer or of any of his tenants, agents, employees, con- 
tractors, licensees or permittees in installing, maintaining, 
operating or interfering with such equipment. 


ARTICLE 13. RATES

BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Directors of the Rio Alto 
Water District that, pursuant to Water Code Sections 35423 and 
35424, said Board hereby establishes the following rules and 
regulations for distribution of water and orders that they be pr inted 
and distributed to all landowners and water users within said 
District, and that the Secretary of said District cause them to be 
published once a week for two weeks in the Red Bluff Daily News 
RIO ALTO WATER DISTRICT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR 
DISTRIBUTION OF WATER 
ARTICLE 1. DEFINITIONS 
1.1 For the purpose of these rules and regulations the terms used 
herein are defined as follows: 
1.2 Board means the Board of Directors of the District. 
Wherever a right, duty or responsibility of the Board is prescribed 
by this ordinance, it shall be expressed or performed by the Board 
itself unless the Board expressly delegates such right, duty or 
responsibility by resolution. 
1.3 Connection means the pipeline and appurtenant facilities 
such as the curb stop, meter and meter box all used to extend water 
service from a main to premises, the laying thereof and the tapping 
of the main. Where services are divided at the curb or property line 
to serve several customers, each such branch service shall be 
deemed a separate service. 
1.4 Cost means the cost of labor, material transportation, 
supervision, engineering, and all other necessary overhead ex­ 
penses. 
1.5. Cross-Connection means any physical connection between 
the piping system from the District service and that of any other 
water supply that is not, or cannot be. approved as safe and potable 
for human consumption, whereby water from the unapproved 
source may be forced or drawn into the District distribution mains 
1.6 Customer means the owner of property within the District 
which is subject to the water charges set forth in Section 13.1 or any 
other person who has assumed the obligation to pay such charges 
pursuant to agreement with the owner as verified by notice to the 
District. 
1.7. District means the Rio Alto Water District. Wherever a 
right, duty or responsibility of the District is prescribed by this 
ordinance it shall be exercised or performed by the Manager unless 
otherwise expressly ordered by resolution of the Board. 
1.8. Engineer means the person employed or retained by the 
District to perform professional engineering services in connection 
with the water system and shall be a registered civil engineer in the 
State of California. 
1.9. Main means a water line in a street, highway, alley or 
easement used for public and private fire protection and for 
general distribution of water. 
1.10. Manager means the individual employed by the District 
having the authority and responsibility to manage the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system and any construction 
or replacement thereof. 
1.11. Person means an individual or a company, association, 
co-partnership or public or private corporation or entity. 
1.12. Premises means a lot or parcel of real property under one 
ownership, except where there are well-defined boundaries or 
partitions such as fences, hedges or other restrictions preventing 
the common use of the property by the several tenants, in which 
case each portion shall be deemed separate premises. Apartment 
houses and office buildings may be classified as single premises. 


1.13. Private Fire Protection Service means water service and 
facilities for building sprinkler systems, hydrants, hose reels and 
other facilities installed in private property for fire protection and 
the water available therefor. 
1.14. Public Fire Protection Service means the service and 
facilities of the entire water supply storage and distribution system 
of the District, including the fire hydrants affixed thereto, and the 
water available for fire protection, excepting house service con­ 
nections and appurtenances thereto. 
1.15. Property Owner means the person owning the fee, or the 
person in whose name the legal title to property in the District 
appears, by deed duly recorded in the County Recorder’s office, or 
the person in possession of the property or buildings under claim of, 
or exercising acts of ownership over same for himself, or as 
executor, administrator, guardian or trustee of the owner. 
1.16. Regular Service means water service for normal 
domestic or commercial purposes on a permanent basis utilizing 
water system service lines in existence at the time of application 
for service. Commercial purposes shall include service to public 
entities. 
1.17. Temporary Service means water service and facilities 
rendered for construction work and other uses of limited duration 
and the water available therefor. 
1.18. Water System means all of the works, facilities, property 
and rights of every nature owned or operated by the District to 
provide water service.ARTICLE 2. NOTICES 
2.1. Notices from the District to Customers. Notices from the 
District to a customer will normally be given in writing, and either 
delivered or mailed to him at his last known address. Where con­ 
ditions warrant and in emergencies, the District may resort to 
notification either by telephone or messenger. 
2.2. Notices to the District. Notice to the District shall be given 
in writing (1) at the District’s operating office, or (2) to the 
Manager. 
ARTICLE 3. MANAGER 
3.1. Manager’s Duties. The position of Manager is hereby 
created. The Manager shall be responsible for the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system, and the ad­ 
ministration of these rules and regulations. He shall perform such 
other duties as are imposed from time to time by the Board. He 
shall periodically report to the Board on the performance of his 
duties.3.2. Emergencies. In case of any emergency which interrupts 
or threatens to interrupt water service, or which threatens damage 
to the water system or damage to persons or property from 
malfunctions of the water system, the Manager shall take 
whatever action is necessary to maintain service and prevent such 
damage, and shall report such action to the next meeting of the 
Board. 
ARTICLE 4. WATER SERVICE CONNECTION 
4.1. Application Form and Connection Fee A property owner or 
his agent shall make application to the District for water service on 
the following application form or by letter giving the same in­ 
formation, and the application shall be accompanied by the sum of 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) as a connection fee.

4.2. Regular Service Connection. After filing of an application 
for regular service, connection shall be made by the applicant at 
such time and manner as prescribed by the Manager. 
4.3. Special Service Connection. After filing of an application 
for special service the Manager shall determine and notify the 
applicant in writing, whether such service is acceptable and if so 
the estimated cost of constructing the special service from the 
water main to the property line. The applicant shall deposit the 
amount of said estimate plus ten percent with the District within 
the time prescribed in the notice, upon receipt of which the 
Manager shall provide for installation of the special service. If the 


actual cost is greater than estimated, the applicant shall promptly 
pay the difference to the District. If the actual cost is less, the 
difference shall be refunded After completion of the special ser­ 
vice. connection shall be made by the applicant at such time and 
manner as prescribed by the Manager. 
4.4. Payment for Previous Service. An application will not be 
honored unless payment in full has been made for water service 
previously rendered to the applicant by the District. 
4 5. Size and Location The District reserves the right to 
determine the size of service connections and their location with 
respect to the boundaries of the premises to be served. The laying 
of consumer’s pipeline to the curb should not be done until the 
location of the service connection has been approved by the 
Manager. 
4.6. Curb Cock. Every service connection installed by the 
District shall be equipped with a curb cock. The curb cock is in­ 
tended for the exclusive use of the District in controlling the water 
supply through the service connection pipe. If the curb cock is 
damaged by the consumer’s use to an extent requiring 
replacement, such replacement shall be at the consumer’s ex­ 
pense.4.7. Domestic and Commercial Service. It shall be unlawful to 
maintain a connection except in conformity with the following 
rules:(a) Separate Building. Each house or building under separate 
ownership shall be provided with a separate service connection. 
Two or more houses under one ownership and on the same lot or 
parcel of land may be supplied through the same service con­ 
nection. However, the Board reserves the right to limit the number 
of houses or the area of land under one ownership to be supplied by 
one service connection. 
(b) Single Connection. Not more than one service connection 
for domestic or commercial supply shall be installed for one 
building, except with the approval of the Manager when more than 
one service connection is necessary to provide an adequate water 
supply. 
(c) Different Owners. A service connection shall not be used to 
supply adjoining property of a different owner or to supply 
property of the same owner across a street or alley. 
4.8. Service Connections. The service connections extending 
from the water main to the curb cock shall be maintained by the 
District. All pipes and fixtures extending or lying beyond the curb 
cock shall be installed and maintained by the owner of the .property 
pursuant to such regulation as the Manager may prescjrtbe. 
ARTICLE 5 APPLICATION FOR EXTENSION 
OF WATER SYSTEM 
5.1. Application. Any owner of one or more lots or parcels of 
subdivider of a tract of land, desiring the extension of the watrf 
system to serve such property, shall make a writtemgpplicatjln 
therefor to the District, said application to contain theJfgal 
description of the property to be served and any addiHflhal in­ 
formation which may be required by the District, and be ac­ 
companied by a map showing the location of the proposfd con­ 
nections. If the property to be served is a subdivision, |ie ap­ 
plication shall state the name and tract number and shall be ac­ 
companied by a copy of the final subdivision map and of thq plans 
and specifications for the proposed improvements. 
5.2. Investigation. Upon receipt of the application, the Manager 
shall make an investigation and survey of the proposed extension 
and shall report his findings to the Engineer, who shall submit a 
report thereon including the estimated cost thereof to the Board. 
5.3. Ruling. The Board shall thereupon consider such ap­ 
plication and report, and after such consideration, reject the ap­ 
plication or approve it with such modifications and conditions as 
the Board may require. 
5.4. Construction of Extension. Construction of such extension 
shall be in accordance with the Board’s approval thereof and 
pursuant to plans and specifications approved by the engineer. 
5.5 Conditions Precedent to Construction. Construction shall 
not commence until mutually satisfactory arrangements have been 
made between the District and the applicant covering (l ) how such 
construction shall be financed. (2) whether the District or the 
applicant shall be responsible for construction, and (3) the transfer 
of ownership of the extension to the District. 
5.6. Supervision and Inspection of Construction. Whether the 
District or the applicant is responsible for construction, con­ 
struction shall be supervised and inspected by the District to assure 
compliance with the approved plans and specifications. 
ARTICLE 6. GENERAL USE REGULATIONS 
6.1. Water Waste. No customer shall knowingly permit leaks or 
waste of water. W’here water is wastefully or negligently used on a 
customer’s premises the District may discontinue service if such 
conditions are not corrected within five (5) days after giving the 
customer written notice. 
6.2. Equipment on Customer Premises. Water service con­ 
nection facilities installed by the District on private property for 
the purpose of rendering water service shall remain the property of 
the District and may be maintained, replaced or repaired by the 
District without consent or interference of the owner or occupant of 
the property. The property owner shall use reasonable care in the 
protection of the facilities. No payment shall be made for placing or 
maintaining said facilities on private property. 
6.3. Damage to Water System Facilities. The customer shall be 
liable for any damage to the water system facilities when such 
damage is from causes originating on his premises or by an act of 
the customer or his tenants, agents, employees, contractors, 
licensees or permittees. 
6.4. Ground-Wire Attachments. No person shall attach any 
ground-wire or wires to any plumbing which is or may be connected 
to a service connection or main belonging to the District. The 
District will hold the customer liable for any damage to its property 
occasioned by such ground-wire attachments. 
6.5. Control Valve on the Customer’s Property. The customer 
shall provide a valve on his property to control the flow of water to 
the piping on his premises. The customer shall not use the service 
curb stop to turn water on and off for his convenience. 
6.6. Back Flow Protective Devices. Back flow protective 
devices shall be installed by the customer as near the service as 
possible and shall be open to test and inspection by the District. 
Plans for installation of back flow protective devices shall be ap­ 
proved by the District prior to installation, 
6.7. Relief Valves. As a protection to the customer’s plumbing 
system, a suitable pressure relief valve shall be installed and 
maintained by him, at his expense, when check valve or other 
protective devices are used The relief valve shall be installed 
between the check valves and the water heater. 
ARTICLE 7 BILLING 
7.1. Billing Period. The regular billing period shall be monthly 
or bi-monthly at the option of the District. 
7.2 Opening and Closing Bills. Opening and closing bills for less 
than the normal billing period shall be prorated, except that if the 
total period for which service is rendered is less than one month, 
the bill shall not be less than the monthly minimum charge ap­ 
plicable. At the customer’s request, closing bills may be estimated 
by the Manager for the final period to permit the customer to pay 
the closing bill at the time service to said customer is discontinued. 
7.3. Water Charges. Water charges are payable at the office of 
the District and are delinquent 20 days after the Post Office can­ 
cellation date of the mailed billing. Upon such delinquency the 
District shall give notice of such delinquency in the U. S. Mail, 
postage prepaid, respectively to the customer and to the occupant 
at the premises with respect to which the delinquency has oc­ 
curred. Service may be discontinued without further notice if the 
delinquency is not cured by the tenth day after the day of mailing 
such notice. Failure to receive a bill does not relieve the customer 
of liability to pay for water service. 
7.4. Payment of Bills. On each delinquency notice for water 
service rendered by the District shall be printed substantially the 
following: "This bill is now delinquent. If it is not paid within ten 
(10) days after the Post Office cancellation date of this card, ser­ 
vice may be discontinued. A reconnection charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15.00) and penalties will be made and collected prior to renewing 
service following such discontinuance.” 
7.5. Penalty. Rates and charges which are not paid on or before 
the tenth day after mailing the delinquency notice shall be subject 
to a penalty of ten percent (10 percent) and thereafter shall be 
subject toa further penalty of two percent (2 percent) per month on 
the first day of each month following. 
7.6 Actions to Enforce Payment. Any amount due for water 
service shall be deemed a debt to the District, and any person 
failing, neglecting or refusing to pay said indebtedness shall be 


liable to an action in the name of the District in any court of com­ 
petent jurisdiction for the amount thereof. Defendant shall pay all 
costs of suit, including a reasonable attorney’s fee, in any such 
court action if judgment, is rendered in favor of the District. 
7.7, Consumer’s Guarantee The water delivery charge begins 
when a service connection is installed and the curb stop opened 
Before water is turned on by the District for any purpose whatever, 
the applicant shall sign the application. The applicant shall be 
liable for water used until the District is notified in writing to 
discontinue service or to transfer the account to another customer. 
7.8. Water Used Without Application Being Made A person 
taking possession of premises and using water thereon from the 
water system without having made application to the District for 
water service shall be liable to pay for such water use the same as 
if application had been filed plus a penalty of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). 
If proper application for water service is not made upon 
notification to do so by the District and if accumulated bills for 
service are not paid immediately, the service may be discontinued 
by the District without further notice. 
ARTICLE 8 DISCONTINUANCE OF SERVICE 
8.1. Nonpayment. Service may be discontinued for nonpayment 
of bills as required by Article 7 and the Board shall add to the said 
delinquent account the sum of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) to cover the 
cost of shutting off the water. 
8.2. Unsafe Apparatus Water service may be refused or 
discontinued to any premises where apparatus or appliances are in 
use which might endanger or disturb the service to other 
customers. 
8.3. Cross-Connections. Water service may be refused or 
discontinued to any premises where there exists a cross-connection 
in violation of State, federal or local regulations. 
8.4 Fraud or Abuse. Service may be discontinued if necessary 
to protect the District against fraud or abuse 
8.5. Noncompliance with Regulations. Service may be 
discontinued for noncompliance with this or any other ordinance or 
regulation relating to the water service. A reconnection charge of 
Fifteen Dollars ($15.00), plus full payment of delinquent charges 
and penalties, shall be paid by the customer. 
8,6 Disconnection and Reconnection Charges. Upon discon­ 
tinuance of service for any of the above reasons, there shall be a 
charge of Fifteen Dollars ($15 00) to cover the cost of shutting off 
the water. 
8.7. Voluntary Discontinuance Upon Vacating Premises. 
Customers desiring to discontinue service shall so notify the 
District two (2) days prior to vacating the premises and such notice 
shall be accompanied by a turn-off charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15.00) and unless discontinuance of service is ordered, the 
customer shall be liable for charges whether or not any water is 
used Service shall again be resumed upon application of the owner 
of said property, or his authorized agent, upon payment of a $15.00 
turn-on fee 
ARTICLE 9. PUBLIC FIRE PROTECTION 
9.1. Use of Fire Hydrants. Fire hydrants are for use by the 
District or by organized fire protection agencies pursuant to 
contract with the District. Other parties desiring to use fire 
hydrants for any purpose shall fy^st obtain written permission from 
the Board prior to use and shall operate the hydrant in accordance 
with instructions issued by 
District. Tampering with any fire 
hydrant or the unaythorize<Buse of water therefrom is punishable 
by law. 
9.2. Jlydrant fll$ptal. M charge, to be determined by contract 
betwee$ the District sni(| organized fire protection agencies, may 
be imposed furhvdrant Maintenance and water used for public fire 
protecfon. f 
9.d m vu fe of Firdí Hydrants. If a property owner or other 
party desfifh a change in the size, type or location of a fire hydrant, 
he shall bear all costs of such changes, without refund. Any change 
in the location of a fire hydrant shall be approved by the proper 
authority. 
ARTICLE 10. PRIVATE FIRE PROTECTION SERVICE 
10.1. Payment of Cost. The applicant for private fire protection 
service shall pay the total actual cost of installation of the service 
from the distribution main to the customer’s premises, said in­ 
stallation to become the property of the District. On terms and 
conditions satisfactory to the District, it may agree to install the 
connection. 
10.2. No Connection to Other System. There shall be no con­ 
nections between such private fire protection system and any other 
water distribution system on the premises. 
10.3. Use. There shall be no water used through the fire 
protection service except to extinguish fires and for testing the fire 
fighting equipment. 
10.4. Monthly Rates. The monthly rates for private fire 
protection shall be established by the District upon receipt of ap­ 
plication. 
10.5. Water for Fire Storage Tanks. Occasionally water may be 
obtained from a private fire service for filling a tank connected 
with the fire service, but only if written permission specifying the 
water rates to be paid is secured from the District in advance. 
10.6. Violation of Agreement. If water is used from a private 
fire service in violation of the agreement or of these regulations, 
the District may, at its option, discontinue and remove the service. 
10.7. Rules. The following rules shall apply to fire service 
connections: 
(a) Valve. When a fire service connection is installed, the valve 
governing same shall be closed and sealed and remain so until a 
written order is received from the owner of the premises to have 
the water turned on. 
(b) Meter. If the District does not require a meter, and if water 
is used through a fire service connection for any other purpose than 
extinguishing of fires, it shall have the right to place a meter on the 
fire service connection at the owner’s expense, or shut off the entire 
water supply from such premises. 
(c) Additional Service. The District shall have the right to 
make a domestic or commercial service connection from the fire 
service connection to supply the same premises as those to which 
the fire service connection belongs. The District shall also have the 
right to determine the proportion of the installation cost properly 
chargeable to each service connection, if such segregation of costs 
shall become necessary. 
(d) Check Valve. The District reserves the right to install on all 
fire service connections a check valve of a type approved by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, and to equip the same with a 
by-pass meter at the expense of the owner of the property. 
ARTICLE II. TEMPORARY SERVICE 
11.1. Application, Connection Fee, and Estimated Cost. Every 
person desiring temporary service shall file an application ac­ 
companied by a non-refundable fee of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). If in 
the determination of the District the desired service may be 
provided without detriment to the District or any permanent 
customer thereof, the District shall make an estimate of (a) the 
cost of installing and removing the facilities required to furnish the 
requested service, (b) the cost of water service for the expected 
duration thereof, and (c) the cost of repair of District facilities 
which would be subject to damage by reason of the requested 
service. 
11.2. Deposit, Installation and Operation. Upon the applicant 
depositing the total of the above estimated costs plus ten percent 
(10 percent), the District shall install such facilities, which shall be 
operated in accordance with its instructions. 
11.3. Duration of Service. Temporary service connection shall 
be discontinued and terminated within six months after installation 
unless an extension of time is granted in writing by the District. 
11.4. Discontinuance of Service. Upon discontinuance of ser­ 
vice, the actual cost of installation and removal of the temporary 
facilities plus ten percent shall be determined along with the actual 
cost of the water service and the actual cost of repair of any 
damage to District facilities caused by the user of the temporary 
service and an appropriate adjustment thereof may be made by 
additional charge, refund or credit. 
ARTICLE 12. GENERAL PROVISIONS 
12.1. Words and Phrases. For the purpose of this ordinance, all 
words used herein in the present tense shall include the future; all 
words in the plural number shall include the singular number; and 
all words in the singular number shall include the plural number. 
12.2. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 
or phrase of this ordinance is for any reason held to be un­ 
constitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this ordinance 
12.3. Pressure Conditions. All applicants for service con­ 
nections or water service for any purpose shall be required to 


accept such conditions of pressure and service as are provided by 
the water system at the location of the proposed service connection, 
and to hold the District and its officers, agents and employees 
harmless for any damages arising out of low pressure or high 
pressure conditions or interruptions in service. 
12.4 Maintenance of Water Pressure and Shutting Down for 
Emergency Repairs. The District shall not accept any respon­ 
sibility for the maintenance of pressure, and it reserves the right to 
discontinue service while making emergency repairs, etc. Con­ 
sumers dependent upon a continuous supply should provide 
emergency storage. 
12.5. Tampering with District Property. No one except an 
employee or representative of the District shall at any time in any 
manner operate the curb cocks or valves, main cocks, gates or 
valves of the District’s system; or interfere with meters or their 
connections, street mains or other parts of the water system 
12.6. Penalty for Violation. For the failure of the customer to 
comply with all or any part of these rules and regulations or any 
other resolution, ordinance or order fixing rates and charges of this 
District, a penalty for which has not hereafter been specifically 
fixed, the customer’s service shall be discontinued and the water 
shall not be supplied such customer until he shall have complied 
with the rule or regulation, rate or charge which he has violated or, 
in the event that he cannot comply with said rule or regulation, 
until he shall have satisfied the District that in the future he will 
comply with all the rules and regulations established by the 
District and with all rates and charges of this District. In addition 
thereto he shall pay the District $15.00 for renewal and tum-on of 
his service. 
12.7. Ruling Final. All rulings of the Board shall be final. All 
rulings of the Manager shall be final unless appealed in writing to 
the Board within five (5) days. When there is an appeal to the 
Board, the Board’s ruling shall be final. 
12.8. Pools and Tanks. When an abnormally large quantity of 
water is desired for filling a swimming pool or for other purposes, 
arrangements shall be made with the District prior to taking such 
water. Permission to take water in unusual quantities will be given 
only if it can be safely delivered through the District’s facilities and 
if other consumers are not inconvenienced thereby. 
12.9. Damages Through Leaking Pipes and Fixtures. When 
turning on the water supply as requested and the house or property 
is vacant, the District will endeavor to ascertain if water is running 
on the inside of the building, and if such is found to be the case, the 
water will be left shut off at the curb cock. The District’s 
jurisdiction and responsibility ends at the property line and the 
District shall in no case be liable for damages occasioned by water 
running from open or faulty fixtures, or from broken or damaged 
pipes inside the property line. 
12.10. Damage to Meters. The Board reserves the right to set 
and maintain a meter on any service connection. The consumer 
shall be held liable for any damage to the meter due to his 
negligence or carelessness and in particular for damage caused by 
hot water or steam from the premises. 
12.11. Responsibility for Equipment. The customer shall, at his 
own risk and expense, furnish, install and keep in good and safe 
condition all equipment that may be required for receiving, con­ 
trolling, applying and utilizing water, and the District shall not be 
responsible for any loss or damage caused by the improper in­ 
stallation of such equipment, or the negligence or wrongful act of 
the customer or of any of his tenants, agents, employees, con­ 
tractors, licensees or permittees in installing, maintaining, 
operating or interfering with such equipment. 
ARTICLE 13. RATES

1.12. Premises means a lot or parcel of real property under one 
ownership, except where there are well-defined boundaries or 
partitions such as fences, hedges or other restrictions preventing 
the common use of the property by the several tenants, in which 
case each portion shall be deemed separate premises Apartment 
bouses and office buildings may be classified as single premises 


1.13. Private Fire Protection Service means water service and 
facilities, for building sprinkler systems,, hydrants., hose reek and 
other facilities installed in private property for fire protection and 
the water available therefor. 
1.14. Public Fire Protection Service means the service and 
facilities of the entire water supply storage and distribution system 
of the District, including the fire hydrants affixed thereto, and the 
water available for fire protection, excepting hou.se service con­ 
nections and appurtenances thereto. 
1.15. Property Owner means the person owning the fee, or the 
person in whose name the legal title to property in the District 
appears, by deed duly recorded in the County Recorder’s office, or 
the person in possession of the property or buildings under claim of, 
or exercising acts of ownership over same for himself, or as 
executor, administrator, guardian or trustee of the owner. 
1.1ft. Regular Service means water service for normal 
domestic or commercial purposes on a permanent basis utilizing 
water system service lines in existence at the time of application 
for service.

1.17. Temporary Service means water service and facilities 
rendered for construction work and other uses of limited duration 
and the water available therefor. 
1.18. Water System means all of the works, facilities, property 
and rights of every nature owned or operated by the District to 
provide water service. 
ARTICLE 2. NOTICES 
2.1. Notices from the District to Customers. Notices from the 
District to a customer will normally be given in writing, and either 
delivered or mailed to him at his last known address. Where con­ 
ditions warrant and in emergencies, the District may resort to 
notification either by telephone or messenger. 
2.2. Notices to the District. Notice to the District shall be given 
in writing (1) at the District’s operating office, or (2) to the 
Manager. 
ARTICLE 3. MANAGER 
3.1. Manager’s Duties. The position of Manager is hereby 
created. The Manager shall be responsible for the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system, and the ad­ 
ministration of these rules and regulations. He shall perform such 
other duties as are imposed from time to time by the Board. He 
shall periodically report to the Board on the performance of his 
duties.

The customer shall be 
liable for any damage to the water system facilities when such 
damage is from causes originating on his premises or by an act of 
the customer or his tenants, agents, employees, contractors, 
licensees or permittees. 
6.4. Ground-Wire Attachments. No person shall attach any 
ground-wire or wires to any plumbing which is or may be connected 
to a service connection or main belonging to the District. The 
District will hold the customer liable for any damage to its property 
occasioned, by such ground-wire atta.chm.ents. 
6.5. Control Valve on the Customer’s Property. The customer 
shall provide a valve on his property to control the flow of water to 
the piping on his premises The customer shall not use the service 
curb stop to turn water on and off for his convenience. 
6.6 Back Flow Protective Devices, Back flow protective 
■devices shall be installed by the customer as near the service as 
possible and shall be open to test and inspection by the District. 
Plans for installation of back flow protective devices shall be ap­ 
proved by the District prior to installation. 
6.7. Relief Valves. As a protection to the customer’s plumbing 
system, a suitable pressure relief valve shall be installed and 
maintained by him, at his expense, when check valve or other 
protective devices are used. The relief valve shall be installed 
between the check valves and the water heater. 
ARTICLE 7 BILLING 
7.1. Billing Period The regular billing period shall be monthly 
or bi-monthly at the option of the District. 
7.2 Opening and Closing Bills. Opening and closing bills for less 
than the normal billing period shall be prorated, except that if the 
total period for which service is rendered is less than one month, 
the bill shall not be less than the monthly minimum charge ap­ 
plicable. At the customer’s request, closing bills may be estimated

7.3. Water Charges. Water charges are payable at the office of 
the District and are delinquent 20 days after the Post Office can­ 
cellation date of the mailed billing. Upon such delinquency the 
District shall give notice erf such delinquency in the U. S. Mail, 
postage prepaid, respectively to the customer and to the occupant 
at the premises with respect to which the delinquency has oc­ 
curred. Service may be discontinued without further notice if the 
delinquency is not cured by the tenth day after the day of mailing 
such notice. Failure to receive a bill does not relieve the customer 
of liability to pay for water service.

If water is used from a private 
fire service In violation of the agreement or of these regulations, 
the District may, at its option, discontinue and remove the service. 
10.7. Rules. The following rules shall apply to fire service 
connections: 
(a) Valve. When a fire service connection is installed, the valve 
governing .same shall be' closed and sealed, and remain so< until a 
written order is received from the owner of the premises to have 
the water turned on. 
(b) Meter. If the District does not require a meter, and if water 
is used through a fire service connection for any other purpose than 
extinguishing of fires, it shall have the right to place a meter on the 
fire service connection at the owner’s expense, or shut off the entire 
water supply from such premises. 
(c) Additional Service. The District shall have the right to 
make a domestic or commercial service connection from the fire 
service connection to supply the same premises as those to which 
the fire service connection belongs. The District shall also have the 
right to determine the proportion, of 'the installation cost properly 
chargeable to each service connection, if such segregation of costs 
shall become necessary 
(d) Check Valve. The District reserves the right to install on ail 
fire service connections a check valve of a type approved by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, and to equip the same with a 
by-pass meter at the expense of the owner of the property. 
ARTICLE 11. TEMPORARY SERVICE 
11.1. Application, Connection Fee, and Estimated Cost. Every 
person desiring temporary service shall file an application ac­ 
companied by a non-refundable fee of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). If in 
the determination of the District the desired service may be

11.4. Discontinuance of Service. Upon discontinuance of ser­ 
vice, the actual cost of installation and removal of the temporary 
facilities plus ten percent shall be determined along with the actual 
cost of the water service and the actual cost of repair erf any 
damage to District facilities caused by the user of the temporary 
service and an appropriate adjustment thereof may be made by 
additional charge, refund or credit.
